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OHIO PEN HONOR PRISONER'S 
giving Day 5 


By JOHN B. COMBS 

What was to have been one of the happiest Thanksgiv- 
ing Days in the lives of Mrs. Mae Fulton and her family, en- 
ded in a terrible, heart-bleeding tragedy last Thursday. 

Plans for the happy occasion began earlier in the week 
when Mrs. Fulton's 23 year old son called home to notify her 
that he would be there for Thanksgiving Day dinner. 

Charles Fulton, serving a life term in*the Ohio State 
Penitentiary, informed Mrs, Fulton that he had been given 


permission to come home for a while Thursday afternoon. * 


Having gained honor status at the ancient prison where he 
had been confined since the tender age of 17, he was to ac- 
company a group of other honor inmates to a special church 
service. 

During the service at First Community Church, 1320 
Cambridge Bivd., Fulton left and arrived at his mother’s 
home at 1225 Franklin Ave., where his two brothers, three 
sisters and mother were waiting to greet him. 

“We all were so happy, because it was the first time all of 


the children had been together for Thanksgiving Day dinner ' 


in such a long time," commented Mrs. Fulton. “Charles,"’ she 
added, ‘‘was so happy that he couldn't really enjoy his din- 
ner,” 

Before dinner was completed, Charles left to return to 
the church in time to catch the bus back to the penitentiary. 
But the bus, instead of leaving at 2 p.m. as previously plan- 
ned, left 30 minutes earlier, As a result, when Charles arrived 
it had gone and prison officials had apparently put out an 
escape notice to police, 

Grandview Heights Police Dept. gave the following ac- 
count of the tragic incident that was climaxed by Fulton's 
death. Pt.!. Mike Readnour cruised near the church and spot- 
ted a blue 1965 Biue Skylark Special waiting on W. First Ave. 
and Lincoln Rd. He then saw a man fitting the description of 
the escapee as broadcast by the Highway Patrol at 12:45 
pam., crossing the street toward the car. 

The officer said he stopped the man and asked to see his 
identification, The man gave a name and said the couple in 
the car would verify it. They did, but could not produce iden - 
tification for themselves, Readnour said he decided to take 
the man in and invited the couple in the car to follow him to 
the station if they wished. se 


Readnour said the man 
drew a straight razor as he 
took him to the police car, 
but dropped it when ordered 
to do so. 

As he tried to handcuff 
Fulton, Readnour reported 
that the man began trying to 
kick him in the groin. He kept 


punching the officer who fell By MICK! SELTZER 


across the curb at the op- 
posite side of the street. The 
two. fought over possession 
of Readnour’s gun which had 
fallen from its holster. ; 

The officer managed to 
get control of the gun and 
pushed Fulton away, ordering 
him to stop. When Fulton 
failed to heed the order, he

There isn't a player in the country more competitive than 
Hicks. With six seconds remaining, the fans rushed on the 
playing field and began ripping down the goal posts at the 
south end of the field. Before the fans could reach the north 
goal post. Hicks and two other players rushed out on the 
field in an effort to persuade the crowd to wait until the game 
was over. 

Woody Hayes made a 100 yard dash to the south goal-- 
post in an effort to stop the fans from pulling the wooden 
poles down. He pulled a muscle in the process and had to 
fimp back to ‘the players’ bench. It was not until after the 
game that the officials revealed they had another set of 
goalposts ready in case such. an event would take place. 

“This the best Michigan team | ever coached,”’ Coach Bo 
Schembechier said after the game.

The Black state 
schools will survive as far as 
being involved with white 
schools in their same 
category, but recruiting is 
going to be a more acute 
problem." 

According to statistics 
several schools have with 
drawn from all Black con- 
ferences in recent years and 
entered into white ones, 
because of the acceptability 
of Blacks into local athletic 
association. 

There is no doubt that in 
the not too distant future the 
Black conference will soon 
fade out. 

Back in 1960 there were 
four major Black athletic con- 
ferences in the nation: The 
Central Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association, the Mid-

ference and the Southern In- 
tercollegiate Athletic Con- 
ferences. 

Seven years later, the Mid--

Five years from now we 
think Black college athletics 
as we know them today will 
be non-existent.

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Northern Young Males Are 
Suspicious Of Birth Control

ATLANTIC CITY. N.J.--- 
(NBNS)--- Young black males 
living in northern cities com- 
prise the group most suspi- 
cious of birth ‘control pro- 
grams, which they view as 


‘part of an official genocidal 


plan to. reduce the black 
population ‘in thi$ country, a 
black psychologist said here 
last week. 

A recent study funced by 
the Department of Health. 
Education and Welfare and 
conducted in Philadelphia 
and Charlotte. N.C. shows 


that many black of various © 


ages. socio-economic 
brackets and geographical 


locations, believe that white. 


America will try to decrease 
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their numbers with planned 
population control. 

Dr. Castellano Turner, a 
black psychologist 
study of the University of 
Massachusetts was part of a 
team conducting interviews 
with black respondents in the 
two cities, after a pilot project 
had -first been conducted in’ 
Hartford, Conn. 

Dr. Turner told the annual 
meeting of the American 
Public Health. Association 
that his survey covered 1,890 
blacks in the two cities, 

Respondents to the survey 
were .asked if they agreed 
with five statements. In final 
results, Dr. Turner said he 
found that: 

* 58.2 per cent agreed that 
birth control clinics in black 
neighborhoods should be 
operated by blacks. 

*62.6 per cent agreed that 
as blacks become more mili- 
tant, there will be an effort to 
decrease the black popu- 
lation. 

*51.1 per cent agreed that 
“as the need for cheap labor 
goes there will be an effort to 
reduce the number of 
blacks." 
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*31.1 per cent agreed that 
“birth control programs are a 
plot to eliminate blacks. 

*53.3 per cent agreed that 
“the survival of black people 
depends on increasing the 
numbers of black births.” 

Sources at HEW disclosed 
that the purpose of the study 
was to find out the extent to 
which-"strong, racial identity, 
militancy and alienation’’ de- 
termine the lack of accept- 
ance of: birth control tech- 
niques and clinics by the 
black community. 

(Prior to the time the study 
was conducted,. Muhammed 
Speaks, the official news- 
paper of the Nation of Islam, 
carried an article indicating 
that the study would be 
carried out and asserted that 
it had genocidal impli- 
cations.) { 

Dr. Turner agreed that the 
purpose of the study autho- 
rized by the National Institute 
of Health of HEW was to find 
out “why the misgivings” 
about family planning 
existed. He said that “ane- 
cdotal information"’ showed 
that the notice of genocide” 
could be associated with the 
resistance to family planning. 

The black psychologist 
said that ‘general alienation” 
was suspected in, playing a 
part in this resistance. He ad-

“In the South the expecta- 
tions have not been as great, 
but there are beginning to be 
some positive changes," he 
said. 

With that. statement, Dr. 
Turner, perhaps inadvertent- 
ly, revealed his own feelings 
that under present circum- 
stances it is reasonable, ex- 
pected and realistic that 
blacks would feel alienated in 
a sdciety which has system- 
atically oppressed them. 

The Massachusetts Uni- 
versity professor said ‘the 
most important part’’ of the 
Study has not yet been done-- 
that of “relating it to actual 
family planning” policy. 

He said the co-author of 
the survey findings, a black 
professpr of public health ad- 
ministration, would be 
engaged in looking at the 
“possible policy implica- 
tions.” 

When asked if the study it- 
self may not be looked upon 
as part of a genocidal plot, 
adding to the fears of those 
in the black community who 
already suspect an official 
plan in the works, he re- 
sponded: 

“| hadn't exactly thought 
of that in that way, but it just 
possibly may.” ‘ 

The black psychologist 
nevertheless feels that the 
study was necessary and 
worthwhile because “if some 
people are walking around 
feeling that they are in a 
hostile environment. people 
in _policy making. positions 
should Know that.” 

He said for example, policy 
makers should Know that 
“white people should not be 
running the family planning 
clinics in black neighbor- 
hoods.”

One of the most prominent 
features of Stull's paintings is 
the recurrence of twop 
penetrating images -- spades 
and clubs. Discussing his 
penchant for these two sym- 
bols, Stull asserts that Black 
people have for a long time 
recoiled at the mention of the 
word spade; to-them it is 
clearly an _ undesirable 
epithet. As a result, this 
young artist has "surrounded 
spades with positive visual 
surroundings." Regarding the 
other intrinsic symbol, clubs, 
Stull Says that they represent 
the many clubs that Black 
people belong to. What he 
desires in .a continum _ of 
“clubs” whose concerted im- 
pact will prdduce that con- 
tinuously~ talked. about 
*phénemenon-Biack unity. 
“M‘esgced -in_. Stull’s. work 
antinextricably embedded in 


eS themes is_his over- 
oneness. His own description 
of his work provides the best 
insight into the scope and 
purpose: 

“The paintings deal in a 
rediscovered aesthetic and 
ethic which many Black per- 
sons are living and creating 
with: some are pre-school 
age children, older young 
people, young older people, 
people in churches, people in 
bars, mothers and fathers, 
secretaries, politicians, doc- 
tors, and all the other things 
we are and do, This redis- 
covered aesthetic and ethic 
has to do with a desire for 
OUR total survival meaning, 
spiritual, mentat and 
physical; it also means using 
US -as the yardstick with 
which we measure and 
judge.” 

Four of the paintings in the 
gallery “Passage*"’ “Heritage 
Pattern,’’ “Brothers,"’ and 
“Together 70'' dynamically 
express the history, metamor- 
phosis, condition, and future 
of Black people in America. 
“Passage” suggests not only 
the death-ridden journey from 
Africa. through the middle 
passage, via the West Indies, 
but it also manifests’ the 
dilluted energy and direction 
that Blacks have suffered as 
a people. Further, the-pain- 
ting recapitulates the mental, 
physical, and spiritual deaths 
of Blacks during and after the 
brutal — slave system, 
“Heritage Pattern" traces, in 
allegorical terms with the use, 
of the color black and 
variations, the historical 
changes of black people-in 
America. To complement 
these historical messages, 
the themes of “Brothers” and 
“Together 70" assert that 
even though we may be 
looking in different direc- 
tions, we're still brothers and 
that no .matter how high or 
low we may be on the 
honerific scale, we should 
understand our 
plight. 

Stull, who has done 
research’ in. Japan for two 
years and directed the 
graduate program in Fine 
Arts at the University of 
Michigan, was never in-

* .The recent Sunday edition 
of the Enquirer Magazine in 
Cincinnati devoted nearly its 
entire November '19 publica- 
tion-to “Militants In The Kian” 
a research report. done by 
Enquirer Editor, Gloria An- 
derson. 

According to the reporter, 
“They've traded their sheets 
for camouflage chutes and 
their crosses for crossbows 
and guns. Militant and proud 
of it, they still say some of the 
traditional things, but their 
major targets have changed.” 

Those targets as described 
by Jim Harris, grand dragon 
of the Ohio United Klans, 
consist of professional 
people. 

“Our No. 1 enemy is not the 
black man but the ‘white 
man,"’ Harris said, ‘“‘He’s the 
only one who can put is ‘in 
jail.” 

“The real crime syndicate

Harris, includes “doctors, 
lawyers, dentist - even 
veterinarians."’ 


The article further points 
up the fact that the Klan 
group in Ohio which claims, 
to be the fastest growing in 
the country is the National 
Knights of the.Ku Klux Klan, 
headed by grand dragon Dale 
Reusch of Lodi. 

Apparent .. disorganization 
has been noted between 
these two groups. 

While Harris is busily 
blasting big government. and 
professionals, Reusch 
repeats the Klan's traditional 
Opposition to the mixing of 
the races, one world govern- 
ment and Jews. : 

Whatever differences the 
various Klan organizations 
may have, the Enquirer.report 
makes clear the growing

David Cashdan, attorney for the NAACP and the National 
Organization for Women, expressed pleasure that the depart- 
ment is reworking the plan.

Both the NAACP and NOW had criticized the AT & T plan 
as “tokenism" when it was announced with much fanfare 
and the apparent approval of the White House on Dept. 20. 

The General Services Administration, the Federal govern- 
ment'’s housekeeping agency, hailed the agreement as “‘one 
of the fartherestreaching, equal-employment programs ‘in 
American business.” 

There was speculation, however, that the GSA agreement - 
- reached under the agency's authority for dealing with 
government contractors -- actually was an “end-run” around 
the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission. 

The EEOC had initiated a discrimination action against the 
Bell system last. December, asking the Fedgral Com- 
munications Commission to block the telephone system’s 
request for $250 million increase in long distance telephone 
rates on grounds the company discriminates in the hiring 
and promotion of women, blacks and Mexican-Americans. 

The EEOC called AT & T*“'the largest oppressor of women 
workers in the United States" and said the effects of 
“deliberate racial discrimination are readily apparent in both 
the small_number and the types of jobs blacks hold” in Bell 
system companies in the South. 

GSA reportedly informed EEOC of the agreement with AT 
& T only the day before it was announced. EEOC made no 
official comment: on the agreement but officials said it 
violated both the civil rights laws and President Nixon's 
guidelines for ending racial and sex discrimination, by gover- 
nment contractors. 

AT & T, which with 790,00 employees is the largest private 
employer in the country; provides an estimated $400 million a 
year in communications services to the Federal government. 

After the GSA-AT & T agreement was criticized, the Labor 
Department assumed jurisdiction in the case under its 
powers to require compliance of government contractors 
with Federal minority-hiring requirements.

The original GSA agreement committed AT & T to promote 
50,000 women and 6,600 minority-group. men to higher 
paying jobs before the end of 1973, to take affirmative steps 
to place 6,600 women in “outside craft" jobs traditionally 
restricted to men, and to place 4,000 men in-jobs formerly 
restricted to women, such as telephone operators and clerks. 

The Bell system companies pledged to try to have women 
make up 10 percent of their new employees in the outside 
crafts, such as installers and liné workers, and _to have men 
make up 5 percent of their newly hired operators. 

Overall, the company agreed to hire women and minorities 
at a rate representing one and_a half times their represen- 
tation in the labor force of the local community. Thus, if 
blacks represented 20 percent of/the labor force in a Bell 
company’s area, 30 percent of new employees should be 
black. .

While not spectacular. the Joint 
Center's report on the November 7 
general election. reflects a slow. 
but steady increase in the election 
of black candidates to Legislative 
offices. 


In. the..38--states 4a; “*>-7k- Dlack 
candidates entered the lists for 
legisiative offices. a total ,of 178 
were either elected oc reelect pg 
creasing..their. number from.2 
37 states before the election to’ 227 
in 38 states. a net, gain of 21. 


Noteworthy was the “firsts” 
scored by black candidates in three 
states where previously none had 
existed before. Arkansas, Min- 
nesota and Oregon. For Arkansas. 


why. Say thé 
_feluctance. of black voters to.make. 


the three biack state represen- 
tatives and one black state senator, 


were the first black legislators if © 


that state’s history. One other state, 
deep-South Texas, showed spec- 
tacular gains, with nine . black 
representatives elected, compared 
with only two black representatives 
and one black senator previously. 

Texans also made history by 
electing a black woman to 
Congress. As a matter of com- 
parison, Ohio, which likes to boast 
of its political sophistication, has 2 
black senators and nine state

positive that a great deal of work is

A Partial Solution 


The decision by the Ohio Depart- 
ment of Insurance to deny, at least 
temporarily, the discriminatory rate 
formula sought by two’ rating 
‘bureaus, representing some 170 in- 
surance firms operating in the" 
state, is welcome relief for 
residents of East Side Cleveland, 
most of whom are Diack. 

Under the formula sought by the 
insurers was an arrangement under 
which lower insurance rates would 
be provided West Side residents, 
while an average increase in rates 
of 29 percent would be levied 
against East Siders... 

Under ordinary circumstances 
these rates could have been ap- 
proved by the Department without 
public hearings, bet the angry 
protests from black spokesmen 
have temporarily staved off this 
discriminatory assessment. 

The next step, and one that will 
offer more permanent relief to auto 
owners in Cleveland, is to pressure 
the Ohio Legislature to provide that 
no rate increases -or decreases - 
in auto insurance rates can be ap- 
proved without public hearings. 

Before residents of East Side 
Cleveland become too enthusiastic 
over the possibilities of rate 
decreases, they should be made 
aware of some of the facts of life 
about auto insurance underwriting 
in Cleveland. 

Many major auto insurance un- 


derwriters have long engaged in 
what is known in the trade as “red 


lining’. This involves either 
charging higher rates to auto 
owners in certain areas, or 


deliberately refusing them com- 
prehensive coverage (collision, fire 
and theft). 

As a result Ohio has spawned a 
number of companies that 
specialize in writing business in 
redlined areas at exhiborbitant 
premiums, and one can expect that 
practice to continue unless stopped 
by specific legislation. , 

While it may be true that more ac- 
cidents and thefts may occur in a 
given locality, is it fair to charge a 


resident living in that area a higher © 
rate who has maintained a record of _ 


safe driving and who has not com- 
piled a record of extraordinary 
claims, 

This is not a black-white issue as 
some would like to label it; but by 
reason of their concentration in the 
“red-lined” areas, blacks have been 
the major victims of this 
discriminatory practice. 

The public is entitled to the right 
to know how insurance companies 
arrive at their rate-fixing formulas, 
and auto owners whose 
disqualification for insurance is 
based solely upon the place of 
residence, are entitled to effective 
safeguards against discriminatory 
and punitive insurance costs. 


American Legion Disgraced 


Most everyone, black, white, 
yellow or red, is for law and order if 
he is in his right mind. But some 
groups, playing up their law and or- 
der support are motivated by 
bigotry and racial prejudices, rather 
than a concern for upholding the 
law 

Although we've seen many 
selfish-minded groups using the 
law and order issue as a smoke 
screen to cover up the racism har- 
bored in their hearts, none, 
however, has been so glaring and 
so sickening as contained In an an- 
nouncement by. an American 
Legion Post in Columbus last week 

Through its Commander, Robert 
A. Leppert. and J.C. Kelley, chair- 
man of its Law and Order Commit- 
tee, Franklin Post No. 1, announced 
that a Columbus policeman who 
riddied the body of a. dlack 
teenager with a restricted-type 
machinegun. had been nominated, 
ake Meat 

The officer. Robert A "Morgan, 
was suspended from duty for using 
a weapon against department 
regulations and was later indicted 
by a Federal Grand Jury for 
violating the youth's civil rights 
Morgan was subsequently acquit- 
ted of the charge. but the fact that 
the evidence was collected by the 
FB! and submitted to the grand jury 
by them. left: litthe doubt as to his 


guilt or innocence. 

As to the philosophy of the 
American Legion, it has always 
been and probably always will be, a 
group of flag waving, goose- 
stepping superpatriots who blatan- 
tly preach law and order without 
any concern for justice. 

It is groups like the leadership of 
Post No. 1, which tend’ to make a 
mockery of the democratic process, 
for_under-the color of American 
love and loyalty, they have perfor- 
med a deplorable disservice to the 
entire county. 

Franklin Post No. 1, through its 
decision to honor a policeman sim- 
ply because he took the life of a 
human being, is a disgrace to the 
American Legion and to. the: prin- 
ciple on which it was founded and 
has functioned for more than 50 
years.

The next speaker of the Ohio House 
of Representatives will be a Democrat. 
When A.G. Lancione of Bellaire 
(Belmont County) takes over the gavel 
at the beginning of the 110th General 
Assembly on Jan. 1, it will mark the first 
time Democrats have held control of 
the House since the beginning of the 
administration of former Gov. Mike 
DiSalle in 1959. 

Lancione, with 26 years of lawmaking 
behind him, is the dean of the House 
membership. He was minority leader’ 
back in 1969 when Carli B. Stokes, for- 
mer Cleveland Mayor and now an NBC 
newsman, came to the House as the 
first Black Democrat in the history of 
the state. 

Now 12 years later when the 65 year 
old Lancione takes over the Speaker's 
Chair, he will have” nine black 
Democrats under his leadership. He will 
also have as his assistant Minority floor

Mallory of Cincinnati was unanimously 
elected to that post at the Democrais’ 
House Caucus last week. It was during 
this same time that Lancione was 
picked for the speakership pines op- 
position. 

Lancione also announced that. Rep. 
Troy Lee James of Cleveland will be ap- 
pointed chairman of the Subcommittee 
on Elections. Rep. Phale DO. Hale, 
Columbus, will be named chairman of 
the Health, Education and Welfare 
Committee. James and Hale are both 
biack. 

Although committee assignments had 
not been made official as of last week, 
it is also understood that Lancione will 
tap Rep.-C.J. McLin of Dayton for a seat 
on the powerful House Rules Com- 
mittee. If this is true, Lancione will be 
returning McLim to a seat which Lan- 
cione yanked from under him two years 
ago at the beginning of the 109th 
session. ‘ 

At that time Lancione said he was un-

. realized that they were also dispropor- 
tionately poor, 

As black people took pride in 
blackness and revived interest in the 
black traditions and institutions, so too 
did Irish-Americans rediscover their 
own particularity and Jewish- 
Americans, their own group values and 
interests, 

This development isa positive and 
healthy sign of the strengths of our 
pluralistic society. It is a recognition of 
the healthy differences among us, and 
of the need to respect differences that 
add to the interest and diversity of .a 
healthy society, And this development 
also proved the moral strength of the 
civil rights movement, which not only 
won concrete gains and recognition for 
black people, but also made such a 


positive and profound impact on the é

Dilemma Of Black Pupils 


What is happening to the black prin- 
cipals, teachers and students in the 
South? This is a, question which has 
been poignantly. raised by the Rev. 
Ralph Reavis, pastor of Grove Baptist 
Church in Portsmouth, Va. Rev. Reavis 
Stated in an article the tragic picture of 
the demise of black educators and in- 
stitutions in the South since the 
massive efforts to iraprove the edu- 
cational opportunities of blacks during 
the early 60's. 

We all remember Martin Luther King 
when he ted demonstrations to end 
racial discrimination and desegregation 
in public facilities and the earlier 
struggles of the NAAC? to end segre- 
gated schools in the South. But it ap- 
pears that these gains have now been 
lost in many respects, according to 
Rev, Reavis. 

What has been happening is that 
black principals and teachers are faced 
with a real delimma: along with the 
pupils. Rev. Reavis stated, “Black 
teachers _and_ principals. _are- rapidly 
becoming a thing of the past. They are 
being demoted, being fired outright, or 
in some cases are being forced to go 
back to schools to take a menial job, or 
to prematurely retire. When asked 
about the- dismissal of black educators, 
white school administrators tell us 
either one of two things.n some cases 
they will tell us that this is the result of 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964. In other 
casés they will tell us that the black ed-* 
ucators are incompetent, while others 
cannot pass the Standardized National 
Teachers Examination. 

“The sad thing about these events in 
the school systems of the South is the 
fact that when they eliminate black edu- 
cators on the basis listed above there is 
little effort on the part of the séhool ad- 


This is an important fact, for the 
biack drive for civil rights and social 
change proved to be the bellwether for 
change for other groups as well. To the 
degree that the changes sought by 
black people became real, other groups 
‘also benefited, Antizdiscrimination laws 
framed tor blacks aided other ethnic 
groups to overcome discrimination, and 


_gther new minorities such as the 


organized women's movement also 
made giant gains because of these 
laws. 

Now, as black people seem out of 
Style, as the rights and just demands of 
black people are relegated to the back 
bumer by a society turned indifferent, 
more attention is being paid to other 
-minorities, It is becoming:fashionable 
to hear sand liberals, government of- 
ficials Oliticians, talk ofthe need 
to 8 > iever Whi ities, Blacks 
aren't the only minority, they say. 

This seems to be the first. step in 
trying to sow inter-group” discontent. 

' and.other minorities. 

. “over the 

scraps cones’ from the table of the af- 

fluent society. Some steps, like the at- 

tack on the actually non-existent quota 

system, seem deliberately inspired to 
split blacks from other minorities: 

It is clear that unless blacks returp to 
‘the’ spotlight of social ‘change in 
America, other minorities will lose out. 
To the extent that the real needs of the 
new minorities are accommodated. at. 
the expense of black people, real social 
change will go by the boards. Anything 
that -weakens the black thrust for 
change, weakens all minorities. 

Instead of falling into the trap of each 
separate group grasping for its own 
smail advantage, America's neglected 
minorities must learn to cooperate, to 
coalesce on issues.of vital importance 
to all, and to give full support to the 
priority issues of the civil rights 
movement.

Now the tragic picture which Rev. 
Reavis describes is shocking, indeed. It 
is a reversal of the early gains that 
black educators had made during those 
years of oppressive and segregated 
conditions. Schools that were named 
after Booker T. Washington, Frederick 
Douglass, etc., are now being renamed 
with ridiculous, impersonal names that 
have no significance whatsoever to 
black history, culture and life. 

Those of us in the North are engaged 
in the same type of struggle and are fin- 
ding a great deal of sympathy with our 
brother and sister educators in the 
South. Rev. Reavis raises another 
question of importance when he says: 

“In view of what has happened in our 
Southern School system, what steps 
can be taken to help alleviate the gross 
discrimination with regard to the black 
educators’ plight? It seems to me that 
several things can be done; things that 
are not impossible nor-impractical, To 
begin, the same courts that ordered the 
desegregation of the schools should 
not have left it to the discretion of the 
local school administrations to treat the 
black educators justly. 


“In other words, what | am 
suggesting are some new guidelines 
that could protect the positions of the 
black ‘principal and the black teacher.” 

Then_he adds, “In addition to the pro- 
tection of the role of the black principal 
and that of the teacher, there should be 
an effort made to name all new high 
schools in the South in*honor of some 
black person. This would give the black 
student something with which to iden- 
tify. The white student could, also learn 
Snes from this. i would also give

supported by a report released by the’ 
U.S. Office of Education in December of 
1970. Report contends that the new 
teachers hired to replace the released 
black educators are for the most part 
white.” 

Rev. Reavis goes on to say that, ‘Add 
what is happening to the black prin- 
cipals and teachers to what has hap- 
pened to the previously all black high \ 
schools and you see the real dilemma | 
for the black pupil.

The 
whites can look with pride in years to- 
come to their high school; it will still be 
there. The black student, on the other 
hand, can look with a nostalgic mood at

It appears that the ugly face and 
hand of discrimination thas been trans- 
formed into another form of bestiality.

the South. Rev. Reavis concludes, "The 
race problems will not be alleviated un- 
til whites and blacks alike realize that 
each has something to offer each other 
Until this understanding is brought into 
focus in the school systems of this 
ation wii, t5 >t Dw AOVewe . hire 
teachers and how we test pupils, 
hostility will continue to exist between 
the races. If whites think that they can 
control blacks by minimizing the num- 
ber of black principals and teachers 
and by putting black students in 
Specialized Centers on the basis of test 
scores, it is a grave mistake. If it is 
done, this nation will only raise a gene- 
ration of blacks whose hostilities wil! 
be too great to handle.”
